K x c a v a t i o n s in Pompeii.—Since tlie 
discovery of the 47 gold coins, and more 
than *250 silver coins, together with gcin- 
tned ear-rings, neck-1 aces, and collars, 
E 
arls, jewels, and costly rings, a dwel- 
ig-liouse has been excavated, near della 
Fortuna, which surpasses in richness and 
clegauce all that has hitherto been discov­ 
ered. 
The open vestibule is paved with 
mosaics, the walls decorated with tasteful 
paintings. 
T he atrium opens into the ta- 
hlinum, and the reception room, and the 
latter leads into the dining room, which is 
painted with mythological subjects, the j 
s u e of life. 
Here w ere several trichnic ¡ 
couches, not unlike our modern sofas rich -1 
lyomameulcd with silver. 
The reception 
room looks into a beautilul fountain orna-, 
men ted with numerous mosaics, and a small 
statue of Sileuus; the hasiu is surrounded | 
with the most exquisite sculptures in mar­ 
ble. 
Adjoining the dwelling is another 
atrium, where the servants lived. 
There 
was a four-wheeled carriage, with iron 
wheels aud many bronze ornaments. 
In 
the kitchen, also, are many ornaments and 
utensils ofbronxe, and tlie traces of smoke 
are visible in many places, after the lapse 
of 18 centuries. 
The apartmeuts of the 
dwelling house contained numerous elegant 
utensils of gold aud silver, vases, candela­ 
bra bronze coins, several cases of surgical 
instruments, &c. 
What is extremely rare, 
is, that there is a second and even a third 
story, which are ascended by a wide flight 
of stairs. 
On a small painting near the 
stair-case is the name and rank of the 
owner, in scarcely legible characters; and 
from which it appears that he was one of 
the Decurn, or Senators of Pompeii.

500.000, of which about $4,000,000 is real, 
and $3,500,000 personal. T he real is given 
in the form of life estates, with the power 
of letting and selling. 
Mr. William H. 
Astor has half the residuary personal estate 
in his own right— say $1,000,000 to $1,- 
500.000. 
He is said to have received 
$700,000 several years since from an uncle, 
Henry Astor, which, by good management 
and economy, with additions from other 
sources, amounted at the date of his father’s 
decease to about $3,000,000. 
This, with 
what he receives from the present estate as 
the residuary legatee, will form an aggregate 
approaching the wealth ofhis father. 
It is 
understood that Mr. William B. Astor has 
within a few days past made very liberal 
donations, including $10,000 to Fitz (J. 
Halleck, long the faithful secretary and 
a^ent of his father, and $5000 to the So­ 
ciety for the Relief of Indigent Females.—
